NIX FILM OF JOHN KENNEDY ASSASSINATION SHOWN 



NEW YORK — This week, BLACK JOURNAL ... THI S EVENING presents a 
special edition, "Conspiracy," examining the possibility of conspiracy 
in the Robert and John F. Kennedy, Martin Luther King, and Malcolm X 
assassinations. 

Tony Brown's sole guest for the program is Harold G. Weisberg, one 
of the leading conspiracy theorists in the nation. Weisberg is serving 
as the chief investigator for the defense team attempting to win a new 
trial for James Earl Fay, convicted as the assassin of Martin Luther 
King. Weisberg is the author of Frame-Up, a book examining certain 
discrepancies in the King slaying evidence, and a series of books 
entitled Whitewash , attacking the findings-of the Warren Commission 
investigation of the killing of President Kennedy. 

On the program, viewers will have a rare opportunity to see one 
of the two films of the Kennedy assassination in Dallas, a home movie 
that was taken by Orville Nix as'’"the Presidential motorcade went by, 
and which Weisberg says offers evidence that there was more than one 
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assassin in the Kennedy killing. 

Produced by WNET/13, New York, this special edition of BLACK JOURNAI 
THIS EVENING will be distributed nationally by the Public Broadcasting 
Service to member stations, Thursday, March 20, 1975* (In New York, 
WNET/13 will air BLACK JOURNAL, Tuesday, March 18, 10:00 P.M. EDT) . 

Weisberg discusses several aspects of the various assassinations 
and charges that the Warren Commission suppressed and doctored evidence 
in the John Kennedy investigation. He also talks about the surveillance 
of Martin Luther King by the late FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, why he 
believes that James Earl Ray was "the patsy, the fall guy of a conspi- 
racy," and the Rockefeller CIA Commission. The pattern that he sees 
among the various assassinations is that each of the four men — the 
Kennedys, King and Malcolm X — were on the verge of making a radical 
shift in their policies, changes that could have caused others to want 
the leaders eliminated. 

On BLACK JOURNAL. .THIS EVENING a clip is shown from an earlier 
program on which Dick Gregory showed photographs purportedly of persons 
who resembled Hunt and Sturgis in Dallas on the day John F. Kennedy 
was assassinated. A clip also is shown from a February 22, 1972 BLACK 
JOURNAL, "Who Killed Malcolm?", investigating the February 1965 assass- 
ination of Black leader Malcolm X.
